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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. In communications filed on 3/25/2008, applicant amends claims 1, 4, 23-25, and 27; and 
cancels claims 2, 21, and 22. The following claims 1, 4, 7-9, 12, 14-20, and 23-30 are presented 
for examination. 

1.1 In response to communications filed on 3/25/2008, the 35 USC 1 12 th first and second 
paragraph rejections of claims 1, 2, 4, 7-9, 12, and 14-30 have been withdrawn in view of the 
amendment. 

1 .2 Applicant's arguments see pages 8-14, filed on 3/25/2008 with respect to the 35 USC 
103 rejection of claims 1, 2, 4, 7-9, 12, and 14-30 have been fully considered and they are 
persuasive as amended. The rejections of claims 1, 2, 4, 7-9, 12, and 14-30 have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 4, 7-9, 12, 14-20, and 23-30 are allowed.
